THE ST. PAUL RUNS AWAY | 
FROM CAMPANIA WITH EASE

New York, August 31.—The steamer St. 
Paul arrived tonight from Southampton 
and Cherbcurg after a quick passage of 
six dayy seven hceurs and six minntes. 
This time is :he best made bw the St. 
Paul between this port and Cherbourg 
and beats the best time of each of the hig 
fleet of ocean g-ceyhounds plying *between 
Cherbourg and this port, with the one 
exception of the present record holder, the 
Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse, whose time 
is five days seventeen hours and thirty- 
seven minutes. 

The St. Paul now holds second place in 
the westward reeord. of both the Cher- 
bourg and the Southampton routes. Her 
record from Southampton is considerably 
better than the Cherbourg record: On the 
voyage of the St. Paul, ending August lh, 
1896, the time of passage from South- 
ampton was six days and thirty-one min- 


) Utes, making an hourly average speed of 


21.08 knots. 

After the St. Paul reached ‘her dock 
tenight the passengers told of the great 
race the liner made with the Cunarder 
Campania. They said the interest in the 
race was so great that neagly all the pas- 
sergers remained awake Thursday night 
and until Friday morning. On Thursday 
evening before nightfall the Campania 
Was sighted about 500 miles out and was 
then ahead of the St. Paul by about four 
miles.

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WA SHBURN, PRESIDENT OF 
K. C., F. S. & M.,.IS DEAD 


Kansas City. Mo., August 31.—Edward 
S. Washburn, president of the Kansas 
City, Fort Scott and Memphis railroad, 
died today lok Beach, Me., where he 
had gone f is health. The news reach- 
ed Kansas City in a telegram from Mrs. 
Washburn to S. T. Fulton, assistant to 
the president. It gdve no details, 

Mr. Washburn left Kansas City May 
26th last, to attend the funeral of a sister 
in Boston. He returned to Kansas City 
during the latter part of June,, but was 
not feling well and seldom went to his 
office. He left for the east again on July 
Ist, for Rye Beach. On his way to the 
summer resort he suffered a stroke of 
paralysis. Another stroke followed a few 
weeks later at Rye Beach and since then 
Mr. Washburn had been failing gradually. 

During the first part of this month the 
directors of the Memphis road, at their 
annual meeting in Boston, elected Na- 
thaniel Thayer, of that city, vice pres!i- 
dent of the road and he immediately as- 
sumed the active management of the 
road pending Mr. Washburn’s recovery. 
The vice presidency had been vacant 
since Mr. Washburn’s election to the 
presidency.

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POLICY OF POWERS RESPECTING CHINESE TROUBLES HAS 
BEEN PRACTICALLY DETERMINED BY THE UNITED STATES 


Washington, August 31.—The Russian 
note relative to the withdrawal of Rus- 
sia from China and the United States’ 
response thereto were mdde public today 
by the state department after the cabi- 
net had fully considered the expediency 
of so doing. The correspondence is unique 
in the history of diplomatic exchanges, 
It may be said to illustrate a clever 
move by which the United States gov- 
ernment again has assumed the lead in 
prescribing the policy of the powers re- 
specting the Chinese trouble. This was 
accomplished by the state department 
availing itself of the Russian note to ad- 
dress to the powers an inquiry as to 
their policies an answer to which can 
scarcely be avoided. 

Various ‘meanings may be placed upon 
the statements of the two principals to 
this correspondence. Thus on the one 
hand it may be noted that while Russia 
announces a purpose to withdraw her 
troops ‘from China, still, as to the occu- 
pying force at Niu Chwang, a condition 
is attached that glmost negatives the 
proposition as to that point. Respecting 
our own attitude, it appears that, while 
believing the best course to pursue is to 
remain in Pekin, our government is still 
willing to withdraw. Perhaps this means 
that if there is to be,.separate action 
by the powers in China, the United 
States proposes to deal with the situa- 
tion with a free hand. 

It may be noted in connection with 
our withdrawal statement that whereas 
Russia proposed to withdraw from 
‘our offer is to withdraw only 
from Pekin.

The ful! text of the French govern- 
ment’s answer to Li Hung Chaneg’s peace 
proposals of August 19th and 2ist has just 
been received here. It proves to be al- 
most identical in language with the reply 
of the American government, which laid

down as a preliminary to peace overtures 
that security in the Chinese capital and a 
responsible government authority be es- 
tatjished. It has developed in the course 
of the careful consideration which officials 
heave given to Li Hung Chang’s creden- 
tials that they were issued by the empress 
douwager and not by the emperor, Kwang 
Su. This may have an important bear- 
ing on the subject, as it opens up the 
authority of theempress dowager since the 
coup d'etat of September 9, 1899, when she 
took the reins of power from the hands of 
the cmperor.

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CUBANS APATHETIC CONCERNING THEIR 
FUTURE--GOSSIP AND LATEST NEWS 


Havana, August 27.—(Special Correspon- 
dence.)—The Cuban is a strange nature. 
In my opinion they don’t know them- 
selves what they want. The Cuban aa- 
tional party seem to have things their 
own way, and their opponents have them- 
selves to thank for it. This is not mean- 
ing that I understand the exact party 
lines, but it seems strange that the union 
democratic party and others should not 
put up a better fight. The constitut:on 
of Cuba to all appearance is dead before 
it is born. The people have not respond- 
ed to the opportunity to register, the re- 
sult being about the same as the munic- 
ipal eiections. These latter were a farce 
in toto, and the forthcoming constitution- 
al convention bids fair to be as great a 
failure in the way. of Cuban national 
representation as the elections heid in 


June, It is difficult to understand this 
indifference. Is it possible that after 
all their excited harangues, all. their 


crowded meetings, all their tomes of ex- 
travagant utterances in the press; after 
al} her struggles for freedom, and with 
freedom now at her very doors, that Cu- 
ba does not want it? To judge by the 
apathy in connéction with the approaci- 
ing constitutional convention, the hy- 
pothesis is not without foundation that 
Cuba is satisfied with her preset condi- 
tion. She is free from the shackies of 
Spain, a and has been given step by step 
about all that her various committees 
and associations have been asking for 
ever since the government of interven 
tion came into the Island. The neople 
seem satisfied. They are not wild for 
more changes. They, to all intents and 
purposes, beliéve that théy have a good 
gevernment, infinitely better than the old 
ane, and they do not seem to care wheth- 
er they go further or not. 

Politicians and the press have made 
pse of every conceivable effort to eet the 
people to register, sag to take an interest 


in the approaching elections, but their ef- 
forts have been fruitless. -No befter evi- 
dence can be given, in spite of hysterical 
invectives uttered by the masses when 
assembled in conclave, that the Cubans 
know that the American military govern- 
ment of Intervention is honest, capablé 
and just. They realize that they are in 
safe hands, and practically prefer to trust 
the United states to thelr would-be lead- 
ers, 

All the game, the professional] politician 
and the office-seeker-must get in their 
work, and these have a good deal to say. 
A @reat outcry is raised by reason of the 
self-evident fact that the United States 
wil} supervise the constitution when form- 
ed, and not give it sanction to bring about 
best results.

With whom is the government 
to treat when the people of Cuba will not 
as yet have accepted the constitution as 
framed by the representatives, arfd in 
consequence, there will have been no rep- 
resentative of the people with whom to 
agree on the relations to exist between 
the people of Cuba and the intervening 
government, The power to make treaties 
can He only with the executive congress

churia. In seeking concessions also it is 
stated that Russia has never permitted 
her citizens to acquire rich railroad and 
mineral concessions and then to sell them 
in speculative markets. This unselfish 
and neighborly sentiment, it is main- 
tained, is the chief motive for Russia’s 
present course.

Washington, August 31.—Adjutant Gen- 
eral Corbin has written a letter to Senator 


Sewell, of New Jersey. a member of the 
military committee of the senate, setting 
forth in -lefinite terms the attitude of the 
War department on the question of the 
The letter is as follows:

Office, Weshington, August 28%, 1%—Teo 
Hcn. William J. S2weil, Military Com- 
mittee, United States Senate. Dear Sen- 


ator: Replying to your several inquiries 
concerning the post exchange ur ‘army 
canteen,’ I have the honor to inform you; 

“1. That the sale of all] spirituous liquors 
by canteen is and has always been abse- 
lutely prohibited. 

“2. Only beer and light wines are sold 
to either officers and men, and these only 
when the commanding officer ‘is satisfied 
that giving to the troops the opportunity 
of obtaining such beverage within tne 
post mits will prevent them from re 
sorting for strong intoxicants io places 
without such limits, and tends to promote 
temperance and discipline among them.” 

“3. The ‘canteen’ 
has been maintained in the interests of 
temperance and betterment of discipline, 
with most satisfactory results. Thig is 
shown in fewer trials by courtmpartial, 
in the decreased number of desertiong and 
in the improved health of the men, 

“4. The exchange is a co-operative store 
where supplies are sold at cost, dr ‘as 
nearly so as possible, for the benefit’ of 
officers and men of the army. The can- 
teen is a department of the é¢xe 
constituting an enlisted men’s 
Rooms.in or near the. soldiers

sand and nineteen comuutssioned officers 
have made special reports to this effect. 


It may be proper for me to say that in the 
beginning I opposed the canteen, but was 


brought to its support by the overwhelm- 


ing evidences of its benficent result upon 
the morals, health and contentment of the 
service. 


“As set forth in the report of Assistant 


Surgeon Munson, United States army, 
who, under instructions of the war de- 
partment, made a careful investigation in- 
to the effect of the canteen upon the 
health of enlisted men, the result more 
than met the expectations of those most 
interested in the promotion of temperance 
in the military service. He further finds 
that the percentage of desertion has been 
continually reduced since the introduction 
of the canteen. Prior to its introduction 
desertions averaged. from ten to eleven 
annually. Since its establishment these 
have decreased as follows: 

“First year to 7.7, the next year to 5&7, 
the next 5.7, then 6.3, the next to 3.6, then 
5.3, the next to 3.4 and finally to 2.9, 

‘Further the number of trials and con- 
victions for drunkenness and offenses 
originating therefrom for the six years 
preceding the canteen was 372.5. These 
decreased during the following six years 
of its establishment to 100.6. Further than 
that. for the seven years preceding the 
establishment of the canteen the average 
number of men who deposited their sav- 
ings with the: government was 7,273. For 
the seven years following its introduction 
the average has increased to 8,382. 

“It has been stated in the public press 
that ‘the receipts of the exchange are 
nearly all for drink.” To meet this state- 
ment. I have to inform.you that the offi- 
cial reports of the department show that 
the receipts from sales of beer and light 
wines’ are and have been less than one- 
third of the gross receipts, being in 1883 


five-sevegteenths and in 189 six-seven- — 


teenths. Taking the amount of the gross 
receipts on account of the sale of beer 
and dividing it by the total number of 
officers and men shows that each officer
